the Pan-American Delegates. 


Every delegate to the Pan-American 


congress has a trunk packed with the 
souvenirs of his excursion about the 
United States. 
At least, every delegate 


could have a collection of that size if he 
took as much pains to preserve his col- 
lection as did Edmund W. P. Smith, an 
attache of the congress, who was one of 
the party of tourists. The collection, 
when spread out in museum style, con- 
stitutes an exhibit of no mean order, and 
testifying to the enterprise of American 
cities and American merchants when a 
chance to advertise themselves presents 
itself. 


Two hundred dinner and lunch menus, 


fully a hundred and fifty gifts from man- 
ufacturers and merchants, and over two 
dozen presents from cities in the form of 
books descriptive of the beauties of the 
places, all elaborately illustrated. 
Pitts- 


burg leads the cities in the elaborateness 
of its souvenir. Of the size of a double 
cabinet photograph album and bound in 
morocco, the 400 pages of the book are 
at least half taken up with photo-litho- 
graphs of every point of interest in Pitts- 
burg. Another book of 500 pages elabor- 
ates the business facilities of that city, 
each of the volumes being elegantly 
bound in morocco. 


The city of Milwaukee also presented 


the delegates w ith an elegant souvenir, 
it being a book devoted to full page photo- 
lithographs of objects of interest of that 
city. The Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany's souvenir is headed 
by a large 


etching, with autograph of President 
Harrison, followed by a list of eitii-s vis- 
ited by the party, an extract of Secre- 
tary Elaine's speech of welcome to them, 
and other data of the trip. The same 
company also presented each delegate 
with a bound tiny volume, containing 
fac-similes of eiery railroad ticket nec- 
essary to carry them over the route of, 
their journey.

We the members of Cigar- 
makers' Union No. 20, respectfully sub- 
mit the subjoined statement of facts for 
yonr consideration, and, trust that you 
will co-operate with ns in this matter. 
Our object is to induce the smokers and 
dealers to handle nothing but the BLUE

only about one-fifth of the cigars con- 
sumed here are made here. This means 
a loss of between sixty and eighty thous- 
and dollars a year that would remain 
with us and help build up the business of 
Decatur, and it is a known fact that the 
prosperity of a community largely de- 
pends upon the steadyemployment of its 
critizens and the amount of wealth that 
is distributed each week or month m 
wages, When people generally are em- 
ployed at good wages, it increases their 
power of consumption of useful and 
necessary articles, the beneficent effects 
of which are immediately felt m all 
branches of industry and trade. 
When 


people are idle or are employed at low 
wages their power to consume is lessened 
and this, too, is felt in the trade of the 
community, and soon
